The Mount of Olives. 


In the immediate vicinity of the city, and 
separated only by an intervening valley, lies 


the Mount of Olives; distant as the bird |

ing to the undulations of the surface, a mile 
and a half—about far enough to form an a- 
greeable walk. This mountain presents a 
striking contrast to Mount Zion, which lies 
immediately over against it. While that is 
jagged and rocky, this is round, smooth and 
swelling in its outline, covered with a carpet 
of delicious verdure and deeply shaded by 
groves of the olive tree. This fruit is still 
abundant, though not growing in the same 
quantities as it did some years ago. On the

From the New York Whig. 
A SUNDAY IN PARIS. 


We sallied forth from our hotel and bent 
our steps up the Rue St. Honore to the 
Church St. Roche, the interior of which is 
said to be the handsomest in Paris. Our ob- 
ject, however, in going to-day was more for 
the purpose of hearing the fine voice of La- 
blanche, the celebrated bass singer, than to 
examine the edifice. It is said that he was 
a Neapolitan butcher. He is a man of enor- 
mous size, and with a chest of truly mon- 
strous dimensions; and it would be difficult 
to imagine how else he acquired vocal pow- 
ers, except in the company of bulls. ‘The 
vocal and instrumental music of the Church 
St. Roche is the most celebrated in Paris. 
The chorus of voices was one of the richest 
treats we ever had—the voice of Lablanche, 
however, being as distinguishable amidst 
the host of singers, as his figure is conspic- 
uous in a crowd, The interior of the 
church is very large, and nearly in the cen- 
tre an oral space is separated from the rest 
of it by a high wooden railing. Within this 
railing, mass is performed and a sermon 
preached; and here we saw the evolution of 
throwing aloft the silver vases containing 
burning incense, to holify the air, achieved 
with more dexterity than we have ever scen 
before orsince. After the singing was over, 
we sauntered around the church amidst the 
crowd of people, who were standing helter 
skelter, and constantly going in and out, or 
moying from place to place, much as people, 
walking about at a fair, who had come only 
to gratify their curiosity. ‘There are no sta- 
tionary seats, as in our churches, but here 
and there you see an old woman, with a 
cluster of chairs, one of which she will hire 
you as long as you require for a couple of 
cents. The church contains many rich 
paintings by old masters, and directly be- 
hind the altar isa fine group of figures, 
(sculpture) representing the interment of 
Christ—all as large as life. Immediately 
above this group is a statue of Christ upon 
the cross—the Roman soldiery on horse- 
back, some of them lying on the ground, 
watching the body, and Mary Magdalen at 
the foot of the altar—the place of crucifix- 
ion having a naturally variegated appear- 
ance of rock, soil and trees—the whole 
scene being‘rendered almost lively by the 
rays of light, which are so concentrated 
from a sky-light in the roof as to be thrown 
directly upon the group, and the necessary 
light and shade being produced by the dif- 
ferent tints given to the glass, when stained. 
The effect of the light transinitted by a pow- 
erful focus through stained glass upon stat- 
uary, (when well done) can neither be de- 
scribed or imagined. “It must be seen to be 
credited. 

Our attention was next turned to the con- 
fessionals, of which there are a number in 
the church, and by a frequent chance you 
often see females slipping in, and_ the atten- 
tive ear of the priest applied to the auditory. 

During three years sojourn in France, we 
never saw a male enter a confessional. In 
other parts of the church, generally near the 
altar, you see persons doing penance—some 
kneeling upon chairs, and some standing, 
or listlessly leaning over the back ef a chair 
watching, apparently with no other feeling

Does he who, 
under cover of night, enters the lonely bury- 
ing-place and steals away its sacred treas-, 
ure, commit sacrilege? what language has’ 
an epithet strong enough to denote the bar- 
barity and blackness of his crime, who en- 
ters the sanctuary ofhis ancestors and steals 
away their reputation? The time was, 


when |

constituted the glory of a nation. But hap- 
pily for the world, that time has passed | 
away. A nation’s honor must now be sus- 
tained by the charater of the peaple for jus- 
tice; virtue and religion. Every man, then, 
whose heart is warm with desire for the re- 
spectability of his country, will use every 
endeavor to preserve unsullied the reputa- 
tion of hisancestors. How perverse, there- 
fore, and contemptible must that mah ap- 
pear, whom the calls of humanity and _pa- 
triotism together are insufficient to restrain 
from breaking out in abuse upon them. It 
is acrime that can have no palliation. He 
who robs the tomb, has some temptation, 
small and mean though it be, for violating 
the laws of humanity aad society. His love 
of money may so predominate over every no- 
ble principle, as to impel him to commit a 
crime Which he would otherwise abhor. 
But no love of money,or interest, can urge 
to. the commission ofthis “ nefas infandum.”’ 
The duellist may suppose that his honor re- 
quires him to plunge the dagger into the 
breast of his adversary ; but he who com- 
mits this fault, while he aims at another’s 
reputation strikes a wound long and deep 
into his own. Yet, notwithstanding these 
motives to desist, there are not wanting per- 
sons who exhibit this criminal disposition in 
the occasional joke, or come forth with a 
labored argument to prove--what ?—that 
their fathers were knaves. How low the 
employment !—how degrading to the char- 
acter !—how destructive to the best feeling 
of human nature! Let such persons re- 
member that they touch ‘a tender chord, 
which, if they strike roughly, will sound a 
gratmgdiscord, not to the praises of those 
whom they” would reproach, but to their 
own good names.
